( -5) The Trustees must transmit the Reports to the Inspector immediately after the first Wednesday in Janu- 
ary, signed by a majority of the Trustees and the Teacher, or Teachers, and attested by the Corporate Seal. The 
Minutes of the Annual Meeting should he forwarded to the inspector on or before the 31st December. 

((5) r lie Inspector is required by law to make au apportionment of the School Fund to all the Public Schools 
under his jurisdiction, whether entitled to it or not;, hut he cannot lawfully pay any portion of the Fund to a 
Section whose Trustees and Teachers have not complied with the requirements of the law. Cheques for School 
Moneys due a Section are payable to the order of the Trustees of the School Section. Schools using unauthorized 
text-books cannot be paid any part of the Legislative School Grant. 



Teachers are requested from time to time, especially in the Spring of the year, to direct the attention of 
their pupils to the following extracts from the “Act for the Protection of Insectivorous and oilier birds.”

RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION 



Every Public School shall be opened with the reading of the Scriptures and the Lord’s Prayer, and 
shall be closed with the Lord’s Prayer or the prayer authorized by the Department of Education; but 

no pupil shall be required to take part in any religious exercises objected to by his parent or guardian. 

In schools without suitable waiting-rooms or other Similar accommodation, if the parent or guardian 
demands the withdrawal of a pupil while the religious exercises are being held, such demand shall be 

complied with and the reading of the Scriptures shall be deferred in inclement weather until the closing. 

To secure the observance of the preceding regulation, the teacher, before commencing a religious 
exercise, shall allow the necessary interval to elapse, during which the children or wards of those, if 
any, who have signified their objection, may retire. 

If, in virtue of his right to be absent from the religious exercises, any pupil does not enter the school- 
room in the morning till the close of the time allowed for religious exercises, such absence shall not be 
treated as an offence against the rules of the school. 

When a teacher claims to have conscientious scruples in regard to opening or closing school as 
herein prescribed, he shall notify the Board to that effect in writing; and it shall then be the duty 

of the Board to make such provision as it may deem expedient for the carrying out of the require- 
ments above. 



The Scriptures shall be read daily and systematically. The parts to be read may be taken from the 
book of selections adopted by the Department for that purpose, or from the Bible, or from the list 
of the Selected Scripture Readings of the International Bible Reading Association, as the Board by 
resolution may direct. 

1 nia y also order the reading of such parts by both pupils and teachers at the opening 

and the closing of the school, the repeating of the Ten Commandments at least once a week, and the 
memorization of passages selected from the Bible. 

A clergyman of any denomination shall have the right, and it shall be lawful for the Board to allow 
11 m, to give religious instruction to the pupils of his own denomination, in each school-house, at least 
occe a week, after the hour of closing the school in the afternoon.

INSTRUCTIONS 5 



In accordance with the Regulations (see Circular 13) teachers are required to keep a systematic record of work done throughout the year in order to qualify for grants. 
This report, signed by the teacher, is to bo transmitted to the Department of Education through the local Inspector. Teachers will forward it to their Inspectors at the 
close of the school term before Christmas. 

Tho work herein suggested is based on the course outlined in Nature Study. It is not expected that all the work can be covered. Teachers will use their own 
judgment in the choice of topics. The work should bear directly on local interests, and be of a practical character. At least one hour a week is to be given to the work. 

While tho records must necessarily be brief, they should indicato clearly what has been done and how it has been done. 

Most of the work of instruction must be of necessity with the pupil 3 in the highest classes. The work in agriculture for the 5th class is clearly outlined in the syllabus 
It is advisablo that teachers keep a duplicate of this Report for their own or others’ guidance in future years.
